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VEGETABLES. 


CREATED  NATURE,  by  a  fucceffion  of  feeds,  with  the 
affiftance  of  the  elements,  modifies  Earths  into  Vegetables, 
Vegetables  into  Animals;  and  refolves  each  of  them  again  into  Earths j 
\n  a  perennial  increafing  circle. 

VEGETABLES  have  life  without  voluntary  motion. 

They  confift  principally  of  a  Rooty  inferted  into  the  earth  and  ab- 
forbing  moillure;  a  Trunk  rifing  above  the  earth,  generally  fpreading 
out  into  branches  bearing  leaves ^  and  fupporting  the  fru£lification  :  in 
grafles  it  is  called  a  culm;  and  when  it  fupports  the  frudlificatien,  but 
|tot  the  leaves,  a  fcapc. 

A  perfeft  Flower  confifts  of  a 

Calyx  J  the  exterior  covering  of  the  flower,  derived  from  the  bark : 
which  is  either  a  perianth^  when  contiguous  to  the  other  parts  of 
fructification :  involucre^  when  remote  from  the  parts  of  frudlification, 
as  in  umbelliferous  plants:  glume  or  hujk,  the  outer  covering  of  the 
feeds  of  graflfes :  fpathcy  an  outer  covering  in  the  form  of  a  flieath,  and 
opening  longitudinally :  calyptre^  the  hood  of  mofles :  valve  ox  curtain^ 
the  membranaceous  covering  of  Fungi:  ament  ox  catkin ^  a  feries  of 
chaffy  fcales  ranged  along  a  filiform  ilalk. 

Corolf  the  interior  covering  of  the  flower,  confifting  of  one  or  more 
petals  derived  from  the  rind  j  and  frequently  augmented  by  a  ne6lary 
producing  honey.
